HOW INDUSTRY SUPPORTS EDUCATION 


In 1958, U. S. colleges and universities had an estimated 
income of $4.4 billion, of which more than $850,000,000 came 
from voluntary contributions including about $136,000,000 
from corporations. 
This year companies will give about $150,000,000. or al­ 
most four times the $40,000,000 they donated in 1953. Sur­ 
veys show that corporations, generally, feel more and more 
responsible for aid to higher education. For one thing, busi­ 
ness needs the trained brainpower produced by universities. 
But, what’s more, corporations want to preserve and nourish 
the American ideal of educational opportunity. 
A recent survey shows that several hundred of the largest 
corporations now earmark 34 per cent of their total giving 
for education, as compared to only 21 per cent in 1950. And 
as their gifts increase, corporations put more and more 
thought into how the money donated is spent. Fulltime staff 
members sometimes scrutinize educational needs. One result 
has been a greater emphasis on giving to improve the overall 
quality of teaching. Says one corporate giver: “We feel it 
is more important to strengthen the institutions themselves, 
than to give scholarships to send students to universities 
with inadequate facilities.” 
Fastest-growing, perhaps, are programs under which com­ 
panies match funds donated by employees to the college of 
their choice. This method has been adopted by 69 corpora­ 
tions in the past few years.

The glove compartment of your automobile can be a min­ 
iature version of Fibber McGee’s closet or a well-kept travel­ 
ling chest of useful driving aids. 
Frustrated fumbling or lack of the right item when you 
need it most is eliminated by putting together a kit exactly 
suited for your convenience in the driver’s seat. 
Your basic glove compartment kit should include: 
A large flashlight, with fresh batteries and a spare. (Min­ 
iature, one-cell flashlights bum out too easily and don’t pro­ 
vide enough light.) 
A map case. (Maps should not be shoved behind sun visors, 
as they fall out too easily, sometimes causing accidents.) 
A small box containing first aid materials. 
A leather or plastic folder vhat holds pencil and pad of 
paper. 
Sunglasses and case. 
Strip of white or yellow cloth about four inches by one-and- 
one-half feet long. (Tied to the driver’s side door handle if 
your car breaks down, the cloth will bring help.

IT S TIM E TO STOP CODDLING 
FU SIO N S; TH EY 'RE 
ON TOP NOW! 
It is tim e for a new look at the 
im plications of two supposedly fun­ 
dam ental “ civil rights” for labor 
unions: the “ right to strike” and 
the “ right to organize.” 
A pparently the right to strike is 
taken to m ean that a m odern in­ 
dustrial country can be denied air 
transport, its daily new spapers and 
the use of ocean-transport facili­ 
ties while unions and m anagem ent 
bicker over wage contracts. D es­ 
pite the existence of m achinery to 
settle labor disputes, the com m un­ 
ity is expected to endure w hatever 
privations are imposed by the ces­ 
sation of the struck industry. Pick­ 
et lines m ust not be crossed, even 
when the picket line is set up by 
racketeers to intim idate w orkers 
into joining a shakedown union. 
H ie late Calvin Coolidge’s dictum 
that nobody has a right to strike 
against the public safety Is sel­ 
dom m entioned. 
The “ right to organize” blazed 
into the news In a big way recent­ 
ly when one of Jam es 
H offa's 
henchm en declared that the T eam ­ 
sters tUnion was thinking of o r­ 
ganizing New York City s police 
force. Cynic! m ight say that, inas 
much as the ponce in m ost cities 
are not perm itted to protect a 
struck industrial plant or the right 
of individuals to work in it, Hoffa 
m ight as well have the police force 
and be done with it. A fter ail, if 
the “ right to organize” Includes 
the right to boycott an em ployer 
because he deals with a firm on 
the union's black list, there exists 
the basis for a labor dictatorship 
including the police. 
We a re a tolerant people and 
tend to take a sentim ental attitude 
tow ard the activities of labor lead­ 
ers, who are no longer helplesa 
and persecuted toilers but big op­ 
erators. Tliey control millions of 
dollars for which tney need m age 
no real accounting, by, by virtue 
of laws enacted by Congress over 
the years, they enjoy im m unity 
from responsibilities which arc ex­ 
pected of other citizens. Violence 
in labor disputes has been sanc­ 
tioned by the courts; unions m ay 
adopt m onopolistic practices w ho 
im punity; they cannot be held to 
their own agreem ents. 
W here this unrealistic favoritism 
has already led us is outlined in a 
report 
by the 
Internal Security 
Subcom m ittee ol the Senate Ju ­ 
diciary 
C om m ittee. 
The 
report 
cites the existence of an alliance 
consisting of Hoffa’s International 
Brotherhood of T eam sters; the in ­ 
ternational Longshorem en's Assoc­ 
iation and the National M aritim e 
Union, on the 
E ast Coast, and 
H arry B ridges’ International Long­ 
shorem en’s 
and 
W arehousem en’s 
Union, on the West Coast. 
None of these outfits have shown 
much consideration for the public 
welfare 
Bridges and Hoffa arriv ­ 
ed at a “ no-raiding agreem ent” 
last year. In the press announce­ 
ment of this agreem ent it was 
stated th a t “ Mr. Hoffa in the p ast 
has talked of setting up some lorm 
of federation in the shipping in- 
austry. and Mr. Bridges has en­ 
couraged the idea.”
